Tho Two Schemes. 

During last session tho Premier in- 
troduced bis wonderful dock scheme, 
nnd tho House, or rather the more 
susceptible portion of it, was led away 
by tho glamour of tlio schorne. 
That scheme was of a three-feld char- 
acter. After laving down tho basis 
that the guarantee contained in tho 
Terms cf Union was intended and 
presumed to bo ample to secure beyond 
a doubt tho construction of a first class 
graving dock, and that it is certain 
that tho guarantee is insufficient for 
that purposo, it proceeded to pro- 
pound three distinct modes of supply- 
ing the deficiency, — (1.) The Domin- 
ion Government to increase the guar- 
antee on £100,000 sterling from five 
por centum per annum for ten years to 
£120,000 sterling, at 7£ per centum 
per annum for 25 years. (2.) In lieu 
ofthopresont or proposed increased 
guarantee, the Dominion Government 
to construct tho Dock. (3) The 
Dominion Government to grant to 
this Province a sufficient sum in cash 
instead of the guarantee. Lot it bo 
obsorvod that there aro three points 
fixed, or at least affirmed, viz.: (1,) 
Tho spirit and intention of the guaran- 
tee was to make aniplo provision for 
tho work. (2) Tho ascertained insuffi- 
ciency of the guarantee. (3) The de- 
claration that £120,000 sterling, at 74 
per cent, forn period of twenty-five 
years, will bo necessary. The im- 
portance of theso points will appear 
hereafter. It may bo just as well to 
remind the reader how very positive 
the authors of this tempting scheme 
were of its success. Tho Premier re- 
iterated his assurances that the Do- 
mionion Government was ready to 
accpiiesce in the scheme, and ho taunt- 
ed with want of patriotism those mem- 
bers who ventured to cast doubt upon 
it. The senior member for Escpumalt 
honestly confessed his want of faith 
in tho scheme and pressed the Govern- 
ment to accept an alternative proposal, 
so that, in tho event of the rejection of 
their own by the Dominion Govern- 
ment, there might be something to 
fall back upon and thus avoid a year's 
dolay in commencing the important 
work. But they would not listen to 
any proposal; and as for failuro of 
their schemo, such a contingency was 
altogether out of the question. There 
could bo no such thing as failuro. 
"Well, tho scheme was carried through 
the House intact. And what became 
of it ? So far as tho official corres- 
pondence placed in tho possession of 
the House enables us to judge, 
it was allowed to remain in the 
pigeon-hole and was never acted upon 
at all ! It is quite true that, 
when sorely pressed upon the 
subject, in the latter part of 
July last, the Premier related a coek- 
and-a-bull story about some conversa- 
tion with Mr. Tilley, wherein the latter 
was made to say that if the Dominion 
Government concluded to build docks 
in the other maritime Provinces they 
would consider the subject of building 
one at Esquimalt ; and the organ inti- 
mated that there was every reason to 
expect an early favorable answer. But 
the reader will easily distinguish be- 
tween such conversations and official 
action by the two Governments. Turn- 
ing to the evidence of tho lieturns 
placed licforo the Legislature, it would 
appear that tho first action taken by 
the local Government was towards the 
end of September, and that was sub- 
mitting tho new scheme; and inasmuch 
as no allusion is made to any former 
proposal or correspondence, tho con- 
clusion that none had taken place 
sooins irresistible. From all of which 
it is inferred that when several mem- 
bers ventured to characterise the 
schemo of last session as a plausible 
sham, concoct kI merely for tho pur- 
pose of tiding over tho question for 
a year, they "hit tho naiJ on tho head." 
So much for tho old scheme, which lias 
boon proved to bo a fraud. We now 
come to consider some points of resem- 
blance in the new scheme which there 
need bo no hesitation whatever in de- 
signating fraud No. 2. And first of 
ail, wo invito attention to tho trickery 
surrounding tho introduction of tho 
schemo. Tho loiter of Mr. DoCosmos 
to Mr. Mackenzie is withhold; his has- 
ty note in reply to it is published, and 
the pooplo are asked to construo its 
vague and diplomatic words into an 
absolute promise to give British Col- 
umbia a cash sum equal to one hun- 
dred and ten thousand dollars more 
than tho treaty guarantee is really 
worth! Had the tricky Attorney-Gen- 
eral, instead of construing Mr. Mac- 
kenzie's words to meet his own pur- 
pose, placed tho letter to which theso 
words aro an answer before tho House, 
as was clearly his duty, the people as 
well as tho members might have been 
in a position to construe the words em- 
ployed by tho Canadian Premier for 
themselves, and the construction might 
have been very different from tho 
strained ono tho Attorney-General and 
the paid organ aro so anxious tho pub- 
lic should blindly accopt. But, then, 
that might not have answered tho pur- 
poso of tho local Government, which 
we take to bo to mislead ihe House 
and tho public by another plausible 
but impossible scheme. In the ab- 
sence of Mr. DoCosmos' letter to Mr. 
Mackenzio, ono must sock for light 
from other sources, and wo think a 
ray may be found in the concluding 
sentence of Mr. DeOosmos' letter to 
the Provincial Secretary, covering Mr. 
Maokenzie'n note. Ho says, "It is duo / 



to tho late administration to state that 
they were prepared to submit a similar 
measure to Parliament respecting the 
Dock to that agreed to by tho Hon. 
Mr. Mackenzie^' Hero wo have a 
key. Wo have tho monns of knowing 
beyond perad venture tho nature of the 
scheme which the lato administration 
were willing to submit to Parliament. 
It was simply to capitalize tho treaty 
guarantee, give its present market value 
in. cash; and wo know through 
much more roliablo channels than 
either the Premier or tho Attoruoy- 
G eueral that tho lato administration 
positively and finally rofused to give 
one dollar more in aid of the dock than 
tho value of the guarantee. If, there- 
fore, tho sentence which wo have 
quoted from Mr. DeCosmos' letter bo 
truo, it follows that tho proposal 
which Mr, Mackenzie has promised to 
consult Parliament about is ono to givo 
British Columbia the market value 
of the guarantee in cash, which, ac- 
cording to tho Attorney-General's own 
showing, would only bo Silt), 000, instead 
of tho $250, 000, which it is pretended has 
boon promised — rather an important dif- 
ference, it must be confessod. And, that 
this is tho true state of tho ense no ono 
who is familiar with the subject, no ono 
who heard tho able and argumentative 
speeches of Messrs. McCreight and 
Robertson can possibly doubt. But wo 
may bo asked, "If that is so, how camo 
Mr'. Mackenzie to name £50,000 ?" But it 
will bo observed that it was Air. DeCos- 
mos, not Mr. MacKenr.ie, who put forward 
.£50,000, as tho capitalized value of the 
guarantee, and the Canadian Premier, 
having oniy in his mind tho proposal to 
to make a ™C 'RANGE in the mode of aiding 
in the construction of the work" did not 
concern himself about the tigu-es. And, 
moreover, this explains Mr. Mackenzie^ 
words, "orsome scli«ma equivalent there- 
to." If, as the Attorney-General contends, 
tho schemo was to pay a defined sum of 
£50,000, the allusion to a "scheme equiva- 
lent thereto" would bo unmeaning. Tha 
Attorney-General evidently folt this to bo 
an awkward point when he ilouu- 
dered away in endeavoring to convince 
tho House that an equivalent for JJ50.000 
must bo £50,000. This is, without doubt, 
tho sum and substance of tho grand 
scheme with which it was hoped to mis- 
lead tho country for a second time; and 
wo submit that, bad as the scheme, is con- 
sidered in itsolf, tho dishonest way in 
which it has bewu sought to carry it 
through is oven worse. So, then, the 
Government dock scheme simply means 
$140,000 in cash from Canada, provided 
tho Dominion consent to tho "change in 
tho mode of aiding in the construction of 
tho work," which is by no means certain. 
Where is the remaining four hundred 
nnd sixty thousand dollars to come from? 
for tho present Government liavo affirmed 
that tho work will cost six hundred thou- 
sand, and they have tacitly abandoned the 
Admiralty aid. When members aro ask- 
ed to give their support to such an extra- 
ordinary proposal nB this, they will 
naturally ask themselves how they could 
justifiy themselves to their constituents 
for supporting it. We feel persuaded 
that any honest and feasiblo scheme for 
building the dock would meet with a fair 
and liberal support from Mainland mem- 
bers, oven if it did involve a rcasonablo 
amount of taxation; but to expect their 
support to such a fraudulent sham as the 
present is, we feol quite certain, expect- 
ing altogether too much.

TSlhe Municipal Council and Cites 
v Legislation. 

Er?iTon Biutsii Colonist.— Sir — I no- 
tice that tho Municipal Council aro dis- 
cussing a By-law to mako tho occupiers 
and owners of wharves light and keep 
tho sjuno in good condition, mid for other 
purppsos. Tho intention may be a good 
ono, and would be a necessity in a more 
populous town, but: under existing circum- 
stances, the imposition of such an onerous 
duty ^s that proposed, and only affecting 
a Vers limited number of our citizens, 
would be unjust , special and partial in its 
onorsnion, and would ho class legislation 
of tlio most marked description. This 
powdr id strictly guarded, ami withheld in 
most cases when the powers and constitu- 
tions of legislative bodies are framed, and 
when, not spocially witheld bylocnl enact- 
ment, Tho common law of England is se- 
curity enough against class legislation. 
Wereltho Council to compel cncli house- 
holder to light his premises at night, have 
mils rind bannisters to his stairways, and 
keep his houso in good repair, they cor- 
taihljr would havo more justice on their 
side, 'and more power than they havo to 
deal the in manner proposed with wharf pro 
perty only. The general plan would at any 
rate havo the merit of bearing equally on 
all. . Whereas under tho by-Jaw it would 
ho the reverse. 

If such a law requires tho approval of 
the Lieut. Governor, it is not likely that 
the Attorney-General, (his legal and con- 
stitutional advisor) will recommend the 
auction of such n onesided measure. 

However desirable it mny bo to have, 
tlio wharves lighted, and everything in 
first class order, yet let the Council deal 
justly with all, and at somo future time 
embrace tho present scheme in a more 
general ami extensive one-. 

1 believe all who have business at these 
wharves keeps them lighted now. nud wo 
seldom or over hoar of an accideut hap- 
pening. Tho Council need not bo so anx- 
ious to lay fresh burdens on the ratepay- 
ers. It is bad policy to kill tho goose 
that lays the golden ogg. Let tho citi- 
zens of Victoria oppose by all means in 
their power all fresh taxation of any kind 
until we havo more prosperity, and let a 
pledge to that effect be had from any can- 
didate for Municipal honor. Yours,

Vocal Music at our Public 
Schools- 

Editor Colonist. — In Mr. Superinten- 
dent Jessop's report on Education, after 
dilating upon the desirability of tho chil- 
dren being taught vocal music, he says. 
"With tho requisite amount of applica- 
tion tho theory of vocal music can bo ac- 
quired, and taught by all; and in nine- 
teen cases out of twenty it may bo master- 
ed aftor the attainment of mature ago." 
Such remarks furnish convenient material 
to fill up a report; but those who expect 
any practical results from tho suggestion 
here thrown out for its accomplishment 
viz, that he teachers at our public schools 
should qualify themselves for the work, 
will, I take it, bo limited to tho writer of 
tho report. A more inadequate sugges- 
tion for the attainment of an iniportftntob- 
ject has seldom been advanced, and as a 
plan for general adoption, from the time 
required for its satisfactory working, and 
other difficulties involved, may be looked 
upon as thoroughly unsuited to present 
requirements. It is a well known fact 
that when tho National system for teach- 
ing Vocal Music was introduced intoEng- 
land, Organists and Professors of Music 
had to take some UO lessons nt a guinea a 
lesson to qualify themselves us teachers. 
In face of such information can ho ex- 
pect tho adequate knowledge from tho 
teachers of our various .public schools. 
That tlio children may be taught, and no 
great expense incurred, and that too nt 
once by some of our citizens acquainted 
v, ith the Hullah system, periodically vis- 
iting other Bohools.and from such instruc- 
tion, a troop of other teachers spring up, 
seems to mo much moro like a tangible 
proposition with such arrangements in 
operation. In tho coarse of a twelve 

months, many of the people thus taught, 
would bo able to touch, others, but if wo 
wait for tho benefits frosi tho plan sug- 
gested by Mr. Jcssop. tho children will 
bo taught to sing just ahout the time the 
Railway whistle is hoard at Esquimalt on 
tho arrival of the first through train from 
Canada. I quilo agree with Mr. Jossop 
ns to tho importance of our young folks 
being taught vocal music, for ns an ac- 
companiment to tho education now being 
imparted, it will doubtless have an oluvii; 
ting, nnd rofining tendency, and moreover 
after thus learning to sing, tho lmow- 
ledgo acquired facilities tho acquisition 
Of instrumental music. But unless Mr Jos- 
sop oart snggost somo inoro feasible 
scheme than that suggested hu may consi- 
der the matter indefinitely postponed, and 
that tho subject of vocal music will fur- 
nish matter for junny a forthcoming Re- 
port on Education. W, K,B.

Occurs tho first break in tho 'mountains. 
This open stretch of country is purtly oo ; 
cupicd, uud one of the best cultivated 
facnis to bo met with in tho district is to 
be mot hero. The country a* 'far back as- 
the mountains is lightly timbered, with i 
here and there open patohos'ofi grass and 
fern land, and clumps of vino-maple and 
hazel bushes; and very littlo difficulty 
would be eiperiencud , in, : clearing any 
portion of it. Soil, dark loam, with clav 
subsoil. * ■ * ' I* * * * 

lliirrlxnii Rl-ror and Lakv. 
Along the routo tho mountains hem in 
both rivers closely; mid with tho excep- 
tion of a tract of wet grass laud (-100 
acres), no unoceupied land was met with, 
although wo ascended the mountains at 
different points to obtain a view of the 
surrounding country. At tho foot of tho 
lake, to the right, and about half a mile 
from its junction with tho river, is situat- 
ed a 

Hot Spring, 
The steam arising from which can bo 
seen from some distance as wo approach 
it. The existence of this spring has been 
known for years; but I am not aware that 
any particular attention has aver boon 
turned towards it, or tho medicinal pro- 
perties of its waters determined For 
ought wo know, it may be as valuable as 
tho hot springs of California, which con- 
stantly attract invalids from this country. 
The Indians have, for a long time, beon 
in tho habit of using it in certain cases of 
sickness, and the plan thoy adopt is this: 
— A piece of cedar bark is placed on tho 
ground at the odge of tho spring from 
whore tho steam is rising, and tho invalid, 
covered with a blanket, sits in a crouched 
position uteris bark for hours at a time; 
and, if thoy aro to be believed, many cures 
aro effected. To tost tho temperature of 
tho water, wo threw in a salt salmon, 
which was cooked in a few lhinutjB. * * 

Island Prnlrlc. 

Leaving the slough wo travelled west- 
ward to a lake; thence across tho lako to 
n valley. Tho extent of this valley is 
about 1,500 acres, i.-j partly occupied a3 r. 
range for stock, and is subject to Over- 
flow. No unoccupied high land, fit for 
agricultural purposes was found border- 
ing on this valley, tho mountains almost 
clohing it in on three sides. In tho 
centre of the lake, at tho foot of the val- 
ley, is an Island, containing ahout five 
hundred acres of tho best land met with 
on tho trip dowt. Tho soil is the same 
met with on tho Cheam Islands. This 
Island is lightly timbered with cedar and 
lir, but the undergrowth is something 
wonderful; nettles aud horry-bushes aro 
found growing hero seven foot high. 
The tiiubor has all boon killed by tiro; 
and very littlo difficulty would be experi- 
enced in clearing. Tha Island stands 
about four feet abovo high water mark. 
Tho like abounds with fine trout, and, at 
tho timo wo crossed, the surface of the 
water was covered with ducks and geese, 
which ross before us in great flocks. Tho 
waters of this lako empty into the Eraser, 
through a slough or small creek, at a 
point two miles abovo 

St. Diary's MIsstdn | 
And tho distance from tho mouth of tho 
•reek to tho lako is about ono mile. BOj 
tw«eu this point and the Mission, the 
country is hilly and lightiy timbered 
with fir; tho soil light and gravelly. 
Reaching the Mission wo proceeded back 
to the foot of the mountains, a distance of 
about rive miles. The features of tho coun- 
try here are somewhat different from any 
met with ou the south sido of tho river. 
Tlio land is rolling, and stretches of open 
fern laud occur very often. 1 mean by 
fern laud, laud over which the fire has 
passed, destroying tho timber and under- 
growth, and upon which fern has sprung 
up. Hero, also, is found the first notice- 
able difference in tho soil from that mot 
with on the south side, which is nearly all 
formed by alluvial deposits and decayed 
vegetable matter. Tho soil here is a sort 
of rod clay, mixed with sand and gravel, 
and is formed, no doubt, by the docom po- 
sition of rocks, and, to judge from its 
lightness, would not long retain its 
strength. Between this fern laud nnd the 
river, aud about one mile from tho latter, 
is situated a belt of alder bottom three 
miles in extent, the surface of which is 
broken, and in places wet and swampy, 
Along tho base of tho mountain, down as 



Tho country is heavily timbered with fo- 
und cethir, and tho soil gravelly. * * * 
It will bo soon from this Report, that tho 
greater amount of agricultural land lies 
on tho south side of tho river, and that 
the places most available for immediate 
settlen.ont aro in tho vicinity of tlio Lang- 
ley settlement, between Laugley and 
Matsqui, in tho neighborhood of the lat- 
torplu,ce, and between Chilliwhack and 
Cheam. It may be said that I travelled 
through the district at a time when parts 
of it appeared to best advantage. This 
I will not attempt .to deny. But I also 
travelled through it when other parts 
were viewed under tho most favorable 
circumstances; portions which, later in tho 
season could have been travelled through 
with ease, wore almost impassable from 
undergrowth. But these considerations 
uiustull be kept in view in order to form 
a fair estimate of tho country. It is far 
from the intention of this Report to mis- 
lead or to raise expectations not justified 
by fuels. Go where he may. in the most 
favorable parts of the district, tho settler 
will find 

DlfficnUles 

To contend with, but none of such a na- 
ture as not to be overcome by industry 
and perseverance. There are, however, 
to be found arriving in all now countries, 
immigrants possessing expectations of 
such n character that nothing short of a 
beautiful summer laud of sunshiuo and 
flowers will satisfy their glowing ideas. 
It is not to those, but to that class who 
aro prepared to grapple with difficulties 
aud trials common to all new countries, 
that we say come; and no matter whore in 
tho district they elect to build their homo, 
ono thing we can assure them, they will 
meet with a people whose kindness and 
hospitality is only equalled by tho gen- 
uine earnestness vrifh which thoy welcome 
tho stranger within their midst, and who 
will bo found over ready and willing to 
extend thoso little acts of help which tho 
now settlor only knows how to appro* 
ciato.
